And hereupon we further deſire 
our Brethren of the Nation of Scotland,ro raiſe ſuch forces 
as they ſhall judge ſufficient for the ſecuring the peace of 
their own borders,againſt the ill-affeted per{ons there, as 
likewiſe to affiſt us in ſuppreſſing the Army of Papiſts and 
Forrainers , which, as we expe , will ſhortly be on foot

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"And rlfough weſeckIndthing fiimHis Mijefiſe rar 
may diminiſh either” His juſt Anthority or Honour, and 
have by many humble Petitions endeavoured to putt an 
end to this dangerous and unnaturall Warre & combuſti- 
on in the Kingdome ; and to, procure His Majeſties prote- 
Qiotiand ſecurity for our Religion , Liberty and perſons, 
( according tothar great truſt which His Majeſty is bound 
toby the Lawes of the Land ; ) and ſhall till continue to 
renew our Petitions inthar kind. Yet to our great grief we 
ſeethe Papiſticall , and malignant Counſel! ſo prevalent 
with His Majeſtie , and His perſon fo engaged to their 
power,that we have little hope of any better ſucceſle of 
our Petitions then We formerly had, and are thereby ne- 
ceſſitated to ſtand upon our juſt defence ; and to ſeek the 
ſpeedy and powerful afſiſtance of our Brethren of Scotland, 
according to the Ad agreed upon in the Parliaments of 
both Kingdomes,the Common duty of Chriſtianity, and 
the particular intereſt of their own Kingdome. 

To which we hope God will give ſuch a bleſſing, that 
it may produce the preſervation of Religion, the Honour, 
Safety and peace of His Majeſtic andall His Subjects; and 
a more ſtrict conjuriction of the Counnſells , defignes and 
endeavours of both Nations,for the comfort and relief of 
the reformed Churches beyond Sea. |
